Application  “16 A.  (1)  An  inamdar  entitled  to  compensation  under  section  6A 

s?tion°mder  shall,  within  a period  of  twelve  months  from  the  commencement  of  the 
section  6aT  Bombay  Personal  I name  ( Gujarat  Amendment ) Act,  1961,  make  an 
application  in  the  prescribed  form  to  the  Collector. 

(2)  The  Collector  shall  after  holding  a formal  inquiry  in  the  maimer 
provided  in  the  Code  make  an  award  determining  the  amount  of  compen- 
sation. 


(3)  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  the  said  award  to  the  Gujarat  Revenue 
Tribunal. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  sections  10  to  16  ( both  inclusive  ) shall  so  far  as 
may  be,  apply  to  the  proceedings  in  respect  of  such  award  or  appeal,  as 
the  case  may  be.”. 
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
